Erernity, for nothing can be ſaid to be before 
Eternity: And foreknowledge and predefiination 
muſt be before the things foreknown ard predeſtt- 
mated, and therefore if Juſtification were from 
Eternity, there cou'd be no foreknowledee, or 
predeſtinatton thereof ; To ſperk with a holy re- 
verence, God cannot be ſaid to toreknow himielt,

ment of himſelf alone. *cs trys, the blefſedneſgy 
Gad doth confift in that knowledge and injoyment 
of himſeif, which he hathin and of himſelf eter. 
nally; 3ut he con]d not fore-know himſelf, & 
fore-ordain himſelf this blefI-daeſs, beraule he 
hath and had this =rernally, and nothing can pre 
cede, or be before erernity. Even fo God coul 
not be fatd to fore{now and pred-ftinate his Ele 
to Ju#thcation and falvation, throusH Fatih in hy 
Son Jeſus Chriſt, i® they were J iſtiftied irom al 
Eternity. And betutes, it 1£ -+ritren, Gal. 3.8; 
For the Scripture ſer [{-eing 1551 Tod woanld juſtifie the 
Heathen through F .: v6, preacied the Goſpel before- 
band to Abraham; faying, in thee ſhall all the Ni. 
2;0ns be bleſſed. No v the S:ripture coulil not fore- 
fee that winch was from Eternity : the Scripturs 
may and doth decijare rhat which was from £ter- 
nity, as John. 1, 2. and.1 obn 1. 2,3. but the 
Scripture cannot be faid to foreſee that which wa 
from Eternity, yet tie Scripture did foreies that

Part. 2. This Dcdtrire of Juſtification from. 


Eternity, doth bv neceſſary conſequences dettroy 


and overtkrow the Dodtiine and Faith of recon- - 


ciliation, which is alſo another fundamer:tal point 
of the Chrifiian Faith; Reconciliation mutt go be- 


fore. 
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fore Juftification, at leaſt in the order of Nature, 


though not of time; God muſt be firſt reconciled 


to that perſon in Chrift whom he juſt:fierh in Chriſt, 
as 2 Gor. <. 18,19. God was in Chrift reconciling

makz2th a real change of State, from a ftate of fin

Now therefore he that 1s Juſtified from Eternt- 
ty . was from Eternity 1n a flate of Grace, Righ- 
teouſneſs and Life, and never was 1n a itate of Sin, 
Unrighteouſne's and Death : he never was a $i0- 
ner, Ungodly, and condemned in Gods fight, and 
Sin had never raigned in him unto Death, in whom 
Grace had raigaed unto Life, through Righteou 

ne 
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feſs from all Ecernity ; but the contrary is true in 
all them whom Ged [uſtifieth, as Rom. 4. 5. Now 
to him that worketh not, but belizueth on him, that 
juſtifizth te ungodly, bis Faith is counted for Righte- 
ouſneſs and Rom. 5. 6, For when we were yet with- 
out ſtrezgth in due 1ime Chriſt died for the Ungodly, and 
v.21. Tt as fin hath reignedunto death, even ſo might 
Grace reign through Righteouſn:ſs unto Eternal Life, 
by Fefus Chriſt cur Lord; So that we who are now 
Juſtfied by Fairh 12 Chriit, were withour ſtrength, 
were nizedly, were under rhe reignof Sinunto 
Death: bur le that was Julified from Eternity, 
was never any of thele : ain! therefore no man 
was or could be Juftified from Erernit/; there 15a 
contradiction 1n the things themizives ; and there- 
fore this Ductrine 1s inconfiitent with rhe cruth : 
for Sin did not rein unto dearth many from Erter- 
nity, but in Time : therefore Grace could not reign 
through Righteuulacls unto Life in any from Erer- 
nity, but 1a time. Ee. 

Part. 4+ This Doctrine of Juſtification from E- 
ternity, deftroyetk alſo the Doctrine of Adoption, 


- which inſeparably followeth Juſtification, and is

another inſeparable point cf the Chriſtian Faich ; 
I ſay Adoption fail-weth, and 1s aa inieparable 
companion of Juſtification by Faith in _hri't; he 
thatis Tufined by Faith 11 Chriſt, 1s alſo adnvred 
and taken intg the number of Gods Sons or Chil- 
dren by the fame Faith, as Gal 3.

This Dofrine of Juftification from 
Eternity den:ech, deftroyeth, and overthroweth 
by conſequence, the truth and doctrine of dilcr: 
miration or making a difference betwixt the flat 
_ of Nature, and the fate of :Grace, which the hal 
Scriptures do every where eſtabliſh ; The ſtated 
Nature according the Scriptures 1s a ſtate of 4n, 
and ſo of Death and Condemnation, as hath been 
already ſhewed: But the ſtare of Grace, is a fat 
of Righteouiceſs, and fo of Life and Juſtification, 
as hath aliv been declared, through Faith in the 
Son of God, Rom. 9. 30. and Rom. 10:4. Fohn 524 
and : Fon 4. 14. Now he that ſaith he was Juſt 
fied from Etermity,ſaith that he was in a flate ofLif 
from Eternity, ard by conſequence never was1n1 
ſtate of Sin and Death : for |uftification is Life, & 
Condemna:ion is Death, Rom. 5. 18. but moſt cer 
tain, 1t is that all were dead, and ina ftate of fin 
and condemaation, before they believed on Chrilt 
even the Elet of God as well as others, as 2 Gr, 
5- 14. And the death of Chrift for all the EleR doth 
prove thar they were a!ll dead, and in a ftatedl 
Death Jews and Gentiles ; for elſe Chriſt needed 
nor to have diedfor tizem, and the love of Chrilt 
deth conftrain all them ro acknowledge, that they 
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were dead, and therefore are deb:ors to Chriſt 
for theif Life and Juſtification, through Faith 1f 


him, and ſo no more to live to themſelves, but 10 - 
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that died for them end roſe ag4in. The words are” 
moſt plain, and the fenie moit genuine : Fpr,the 
love of Chriſt conſtrain:th us, becauſe we thts judgey 
thas if one died for ail, then were all dead: And that - 
he died for all, that they which live ſhould not hences- | 
forth live unto themſelves, but unto him which died fors * 
them and roſe again; Therefore ſeeing they were 
once dead, and 1n 2 fate of Dzach and Condernna- 
tion, they were not juſtified from Eternity, no 
riot. one of them, that. Live and are Juftified by 
Faithin Chrift, for they:all, and always thus judge, 
that they wereall dead, 7 «& condemned, and not. 
juſtified before they believed-1m Chriſt, and do 
freely confeſs the truth, and therefore not orice of 
them doth profeſs, or can profeſs any ſich Faith; 
that he was Juſtified from Eternity. 

Part. 6. This Dofirine of Jultification from 
Eternity, denyeth and overthroweth the Doctrine 
of Regeneration' or new Birth, and the neceſlity 
thereof ; which Chriſt himſelf doth plainly affirm 
and urge upon every inan in this World, * Fobn 3. 
3, 5,8. and (o doa!l the holy Prophets and Apo- 
{tles, as may be eaſily proved if there were any fo 
bold as to_deny it. Now hethat is ]uſtified by 


Faith in Chriſt, and hath this power and priviledf& 


given unto him to become a Son of God, as every 
true believer hath, Fohn 1. r1,%2. healfois born' 
of God, as Fohn 1. 13, which were born, not of blood, 
nor of the ill of the Fleſh, nor of the Will of Man, but 
of God, as Fames 1.18. Of his own Will begat he us 
4 the Word of Truth : not one Believer (and fo Juſti- 
ed perſon inthis World)bur he is born of God and 
begotten of God, and ſo 1s born again, as 1 Per.

2, 3, 
Part. 7. This Do&trine of Juſtification from F. 
ternity tenieth, deſtroyeth, and overthroweth the 
Doctrine of Repentance and Converſion to Ga 
by Chriſt, and by conſequence takes away the ne- 
ceſſity thereof: the holy Scriptures do every where 
eſtabliſh, bothin the Old and New Teſtament the 
neceflity of Repentance and Converſion to God, a 
I[a. DL 6, 7. AF. 3: I 9. Att. 26. 17, 18. Luke, 24 
45> 46, 47. Buthe thar ſaith he was juſtified from 
Eternity, by conſequence ſaith, that he had rem 
fion of Sins from Kternity, and that his Sins were 
blotted out from Eternity, for Juſtification is R& 
miſſion of Sins, as Pſalm 32. 1,2, 3- And blottiy 
out of Sins, as Iſa. 43.25- 8nd ſo he needeth notto 
Repent and be Converted, for aſmuch as he had 
his fins blotted out from Eternity, and was Rig 
teous from Eternity ; and well it isif men of thel 
notions and traditions, which they have receiye 
to hold, do not become as the Phariſees of old; (0 
Whole as they need no Phyfician, and ſo Rights 
ous in their own Eyes, that like the 99 Juft Per- 
ſons, they need no Repentance or Converſion, 4 
Luke 15. 4) 8: And uf thename of Rojemance 
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Converſion ſhall fi! be pretenced to, and boaſted 
of amongf them 3; it thai} only confift in making 
Profelytes to this their Tradition of Juſtification 
from Eternity, which they call the Goſpel, and 
a more glorious Light than former Ages have 
enjoyed : And ſome nave not bluihed ro affirm, 
than perhaps the Apcitles had. Bur let them take 
heed, leſt that Wo come upon them ſpoken by 
the Mouth of Truth himſelf, ar. 23. 15; 

Part. 8. This Doctrine doth fruſtrate and make 
void all the ends of Chriſt Death and Suffering, 
which are the Juftification and Salvation of Gods 
Ele& ; for if they were Juftified from Eternity, 
what need was there of Chrifts dying to obtain 
that for them, which they had from all Eternity 2 
$0 that if this Doctrine be true, as they affirm : 
then as the Apoftle ſaith in another caſe, Gal. 2.2r. 
Chriſt is dead in vain. | 

Part 9. This Noctrine of Juſtification from E- 
ternity,deſtroyeth and overthroweth the Doctrine 
and Order of God's new Creation in Chriſt, and 
making ail things new 1n him ; which the Holy 
Scriptures do every where eſtabliſh both in the 
Old and New Teftament. This is certain the Old 
Creation was firſt and before the New, elſe it were 
not new; Adam was before Chriſt, or the firſt 4- 
dam before the Second, as Rom. 4. 12. and 1 Cor, 
15.45, 46, 47. And fo it k written, the firſt man A- 

was made 4 living Scul, the laſt Adam was made 
4 quickning Spirit, howbeit, that was not firft, which 
is Spiritual but that which & Natural, and afterward 
thas which s Spiritual.

Now therefore Chriſtian, the ume of 
Gods impuring Righteouſnels to thee, and juſtify 
ing thee in Chriſt ; 1s not the time of Chrifts dying 
and rifing again, but the time of thy be teving 
on him and embracins lim by Faith 1n thy heart 
who was deliver'd ior thy oftznces,and raied apain 
for thy juſtification. 

And to produce this Fairh 1n thee, and this be- 
lieving God as Abraham did ; thee three things 
muſt neceffarily c-ncur, all which did concurn 
the Faith of Abraham : as namely, |
